for the purpose of sale, alter eon- 
fering over the evidence 
tor 
two 
hours. 


The jury did not get the ease un­ 
til eleven o’clock and it was one be­ 
fore it was announced a verdict had 
been reached. 
The defense today 
appealed the ease to the circuit court 
and it will he fought out again. 
The 
appeal bond was $250. 


Gu» Meyer, who said he gave to 
the Eagles tin* beer which was taken 
bv the police the afternoon of Feb­ 
ruary l(i, and who declared he sold 
electric pianos, but admitted In* was 
formerly an agent for the Indiana- 
poli> Brewing eompany, 
was 
the 
only witness which the defense plac­ 
ed on the stand. 


The three members o f the Rush- 
ville police force and dames J. Ger- 
aghtv, treasurer o f the Eagles, were 
the witnesses called by the state. Mr. 
Geraglity testified that the lodge had 
a “social fund" which was derived 
from “beer 
cigars 
and 
tobacco." 
Mover admitted on cross-exam ina­ 
tion that the Eagles had had beer <>n 
other occasion.-, when he had been 
there and proved by Policeman Win. 
Hardin that they had a fresh keg on 
tap the night of February 1 ti 
after 
the police had taken one keg to tin* 
jail the afternoon of the same day. 
On the cross-examination o f Mov­ 
er, the state brought out the fact 
that Meyer lias a hank account at 
the Peoples National hank, and he 
said that “when it got up to $50 or 
$75," he drew it out; 
also the fact 
that he had been employed 
as an 
agent for the Indianapolis Brewing 
company for three years and a half. 


The case was prolonged by 
the 
argument o f 
the 
attorneys. 
After 
the evidence had been submitted and 
John A Titsworth, who assisted the 
state, was making the closing plea 
before the jury, John 11. Kiplinger, 
o f the law 
firm

interrupted 
Mr. 
Titsworth 
when he called the attention of the 
jury to the fact that the defendant 
had not been placed on the stand to 
testify in his own behalf.

{spring than usual, with eonseqaent 
increases of the lire menace. 


The fires reported occurred in the 
Pike forest, in Colorado, and in the 
Black hill forest, in South Dakota. 
The latter is believed to have been of 
incendiary origin, according 
to the 
district forester at Denver.

about 7 5 acres. 


The district forester 
at 
Ogden,

the south-west is called "Turcoman" 
because of his very black beard. For 
General Rnxski. now commanding the 
north-west group of armies there are 
several nicknames. The best known 
is "the scholarly private" but this, it 
appears was invented by an oflicer. 
Soldiers call him "Yellow tire." The 
general's motor-car lost a wheel and 
the lire on the new wheel is bright 
yellow.

Washington, March -i—The possi- 


bility of a dangerous spring and 
summer lire season in the national 
forests in the west is pressaged by 
reports that two forest fires occnrr- 
cd in January and that the snowfall 
in "much of the Kocky Mountain re- 
gion and in the foothills has 
been 


much below normal, the Forest .Ser- 
vice announces. 


January fires are almost unheard 


of in the national forests and the. 
snow reports are regarded as es- 
pecially significant, as they indicate 
that unless the deficiency is made up 
the forests will be dry earlier in the 
.spring than usual, with conseiinenl 
increases of the lire menace. 


Tin1 tires reported occurred in the 


Pike forest, in Colorado, and in the 
Black hill forest, in South Dakota, 
'file latter is believed to have been of 
incendiary origin, according to the 
district forester at Denver. The to-

Letter From Germany 


J. Feudner Receives a Letter From His Sister 


Which Tells of Conditions in Germany—Other 
Information Not Found in the Anglo-Tinged 
War News.! 


Last November I sent a letter to 


my sister in Germany requesting her 
to write mo concerning conditions 
in Germany since the war broke out. 
-My native home is about 11 hundred 
miles from the battle front in France 
pi- a little further than from IJush- 
ville to Cincinnati. But of. course, 
the military operations and the oper- 
ations of the commissary and hospit- 
al departments and supply trains, 
extend for quite a,distance back of' 
the firing line, so that probably the 
entire distance from my home to the 
trenches in France are more or less 
in the zone of war operations. 


Below is a translation of a letter 


1 hiu e received from my sister. 
It 


was mailed .February 8th and arrived 
at Rushvillc on the 25th, and was 
then forwarded to me here in Den- 
ver. The letter was not sealed. This 
I understand is the new regulation 
during the war, and letters going to 
Germany should likewise be left un- 
sealed. 
Over which route the1 letter 


came I am unable to say—certainly 
not by way of England. 
My sister 


writes as follows: 


"You are probably informed con- 


cerning 
this 
frightful 
world-war 


How Germany—which 
DID 
NOT 


WANT the war—is surrounded by 
so many enemies. 
But our. valient 


soldiers have so far kept the enemy 
from our soil, and we fervently hope 
that finally the victory will be ours, 
because a just cause certainly will 
not succumb.

"It is most lamentable tbat ;: so 


many young people must 
sacrifice 


their lives and so many cripples are 
coming back. 
Everybody 
-wishes 


and hopes that this horrible war'Vill 
soon come to an end.

"Germany still«6as-many reserve 


soldiers and •neworegiments.are con- 


stantly forming and are sent to th 
front. 
New recruits are continual 


ly being drawn and drilled. All th 
military barracks are crowded an 
the balance of the soldiers are quar 
tercd wilh the people in the varion 
counties. \\'e ourselves had to fee 
and take care of eight men for fou 
months. The soldiers have now bee 
transfered to other counties. 


"A 'juvenile defense' has been or 


ganized all over Germany of 
th 


young men between 10 and 20 years 
These are being exercised and drill 
ed in the military tactics. In 
a 


cilies, towns and villages the womc 
have formed societies to work t'o 
the army. 


"Now when field work begins 
i 


the spring the children will have t 
help more than ever, because fan 
labor is scarce—the best of it bein 
at the front. 


"What a terror it caused when i 


was announced that war had bee 
declared, and. in the midst of 
th 


harvest our young people had to drci 
everything and join the .colors. Th 
horses were also requisitioned an 
the men had to go. and then whe 
the Germans were favored with vie 
tory upon victory, it 
was 
though 


the horrible war would soon come t 
an end. But so many new euemie 
entered against Germany and the en 
is not yet. We trust that God, wh 
has so far stood by us, 
will 
hel 


further. 


"It is said that England is deter 


mined to starve but the Germans, bu 
we hope it will not come to this, be 
cause we have plenty of supplies t 
last until the nest harvest, notwith 
standing that Germany has to fee 
so many prisoners of war."
